Confirmation of Mr. Renfroe as Postmaster of Atlanta

WASHINGTON, March 10.—[Special.}—This 
morning the president was notified of several 
confirmations by the senate. Among them was 
J. W. Renfroe; as postmaster at Atlanta. He 
was confirmed Monday, but under the new 
rule of the senate, two days had to elapse be- 
fore its action in @XKecutive session could be 
made public. No opposition was made to Mr. 
Jienfroe’s confirmation. 

Colonel! Hammond has been trying to make 
some arrangement with the war department by 
which merchants and contractors in Atlanta 


and other parts of Georgia could get a fair

THE FIGHTON THE PRESIDENT. 


The Senate Still Discussing the Inquiry Reso- 
tion—Mr. Pugh Speaks. 

Wasnuixnoton, Mareh 10.—During the trans- 
action ofthe routine morning businessin the 
senate (the presentation of re- 
yorts from committees, etc.), Mr 
Blackburn said: Mr. President, I am directed 
by the committee on naval affairs to report fa- 
vorably the nomination which I send to the 
desk. 

“What is that?’ said Mr. Harris,— “a nomi- 
nation?’’ 

Mr. Sherman’s breath seemed to have been 
taken away. After a mement’s hesitation he 
said in something of an undertone, “It will be 
withheld.” 

Mr. Blackburn begged the pardon of the 
chair. 

The chair laid before the senate Mr. Logan’s 
resolution offered yesterday to refer to the 
committee on rules for investigation the let- 
ter of Mr. Eads denying that he (Eads) had 
any representatives on the floor of the senate. 

Mr. Riddleberger found in this resolution 
and Eads’s letter to Logan, as printed in to- 
day’s Record, an attack upon himself, for 
which he held Mr. Logan responsible and 


- against which Mr. Logan protested, 


The controversy between these two gentle- 
men occupied the greater part of the time until 
2 o'clock. At 2o’clock the matter went over 
without action, the chair then laying before 
the senate a resolution from the judiciary com- 
mittee concerning the relations of the senate 
and the president. 

Mr. Pugh said he had expressed his views 
fully upon the subject of this debate in the 
report made from the judiciary committee by 
the- minority, and the main object he had in 
now addressing the senate in reply to the sen- 
ator from Vermont was to prevent, if it was 
in his power to do so—which he admitted was 
a difficult undertaking—that senator from 
changing the character of the question bet ween 
the senate and the president. The real char- 
acter of that controversy could not be 
misunderstood or misrepresented, as it had 
arisen upon facts, apparent upon the record 
and reported by a majority of the judiciary 
committee. When thesenator from Vermont 
was at the wheel he steered by his own chart. 
He never ran on straight lines. He never 
consulte@ other sailors, and he lost his temper 
when there was any question of skiilfal sea- 
manship, and when the officer of the ship un- 
dertook -to select a crew to man it without 
his advice and consent he instantly headed 
a mutiny. Atthe risk of incurring the dis- 
pleasure ofhis honorable and distinguished 
friend, he should call a reckoning, sothiu we 
might uuderstand where we are and whither 
weare drifting. What were the facts by 
which it is the duty of allofustobe guided’ 
They were few and simple. On the 17th of 


July, 1885,. George M.« Duskin, 
being district attorney of the 
southern istrict of Alabama, was 


suspended by the president, and on the same 
day John D. Burnett was designated to dis- 
charge the duties of that office. On the 14th 
of December, 1885, the senate being in session, 
Mr. Burnett was nominated to the Senate to 
get its advice and consent to his appointment. 
That nomination was referred to _ the 
judiciary committee, and it lay there 
over a month. In the mean- 
time, on the 20th of December, 
1885, the term of office of George M. Duasxino 
expired. Onthe 25th of January, 13346, one 
month after the term of -Duskin had expired, 
he was no longer an incumbent of that offive. 
A resolution wassent by the senate to the at- 
torney general. 

(The senator here read the resolution of the 
senate calling for papers inthe Duskin case. |} 

For what purpose, he asked, was that 
information sought by the senate 
of the attorney general? A majority of thecom - 
mittee stated distinctly the purpose fur which 
these papers were sought. 

[Here the senator read from the majority 
report the ge ending with the declaration 
that “public interestand public duty would 
require that the facts be made known in order 
that the senate may understandingly and 
promptly advise their removal.’’| 

It was useless, Mr. Pagh continued, 
for him to read other passages 
in the report the same statement, that 
the use the senate intended to make of the

“Mey general was to enable the senate to exer-

of Mr. Duskin by the president. What was 
the character of the information sought by the 
senate from the officé of the attorney general ’

: Resolved, That the attorney general of the Uni- 
ted States be, and he hereby is, directed to trans- 
mit to the senate copies of all documents and 


pagers.” 3 

ot public documents, not official docu- 
ments, not public or papers; but 
private documents and private papers rela- 
ting exclusively to an official act of the pres- 
ident in the suspension of Duskin as district 
attorney. The inquiry was made with the. 
knowledge of the fact that more than four 
weeks before it was offered to the senate the 
term of Duskin hadexpired. Then what pos- 
sible use could@be made of the informatioa 
sought in that case? It was pure 
fiction. Why thereport of the majority de- 
clared that the information was wanted to en- 
able the senate to discharge the great duty im~ 
posed upon it of making an inquiry as to the 
propriety of an offigial act by the president, 
the power todo which was expressly conferred 
upon him by law, to be exercised within his 
discretion. Ifthey had decided the removal! 
was improper or unwise, what would have 
been the effect of the decision? Could 
it have restored Duskin? Was 
ne still a suspended officer awaiting the action 
of the senate to be restored to the duties of his 
cffice? The senate was today engaged in an 
inquiry about a matter from which there 
could be no possible practical result. It was 
moot merely, and senate was turned into a 
moot court to discuss a purely abstract propo- 
sition. The refusal of the attorney-general five 
weeks after the expiration of his term of 
oflice in obedience to the express order of the 
president, to send in private documents relat- 
ing to the suspension of Duskin, was criticised 
in the resolution of the majority as a violation 
of duty, and that violation was denounced as 
being subversive of the principles of govern- 
ment and good administration —an act so 
characterized as to make it suflicient 
ground for instaut impeachment. 

What was t»e relation between the presi- 
@cnt and bis cabinet officers ? 

Mr. Pugh would let Mr. Edmunds’s own 
words auswer that question. He then quoted 
from one of Mr, , Edmunds’s speeches on the 
tenure of office act, to show that Mr. Edmunds 
held that a cabinet officer should be a gentle- 
man personally agreeable to the president, be- 
ing one of his confidential advisers. Yet the 
senate was asked to passa resolution condemn- 
ing the attorney general for obeying the pres- 
ident, whose adviser he was. Who stood in 
that relation of trust and confidence to him, 
indicated by ‘he quotation made from the 
speech of the senator from Vermont? The at- 
torney general was aske@pby this resolution of 
the senate to disregard the positive order 
of the president and thereby make himself lia- 
ble toinstant dismissal from the cabinet. On 
the terms of that relation stated by the senator 
from Vermont himself, the president could not, 
with self-respect, have held the attorney gen- 
eral in his cabinet a single moment after obey- 
ing the resolution of the senate. Was that the 
way forone co-ordinate department of the 
governmentto treat another? Was not thata 
request from this great law-making power to 
the chief magistrate or his attorney general 
that would result in breaking up their relations 
of trustand making the atterney general liable 
to instant dismissal from the cabinet? 

What did the] president say about the ac- 
tion of the senate asking the attorney general 
for these papers? 

Mr. Pugh read at length from the president’s 
message,among other things, the statement 
that there “had been no official papers or 
documents filed in his (attorney general’s) 
department relating to the case within the 
period stated in his resolution.”’ 

“There,” said Pugh, “is a statement by the 
president of a matter of fact, within his per- 
sonal knowledge, and the senator from Ver- 
mont controverts the truth of that statement, 
having no foundation whatever for the denial. 
There is a square issue made in the report of 
the majority of the judiciary committee with 
the president upon a matter of fact that is 


within his personal knowledge.’ Are 
these papers’ called for from the 
attorney general such as_ this - senate 


has a right to have,in the discharge of its du- 
ties’ 

The president had stated that the papers 
were private and unoftlicial, and related to 
nothing over which the senate had any juris- 
diction. The majority of the judiciary com: 
mittee and its distinguished chairman—the 
senator from Vermont—said that although 
private and unofiicial they would enable the 
senate to discharge a duty it hadto perform— 
the power it claimed—of revising the official 
act of the president in suspending George M. 
Duskin as district attorney; that was the un- 
disputed basis of the claim to these private 
unofficial papers. It was the power of the 
senate toexercise the same control and revis- 
ion over the act of suspension 
or removal that was claimed and exercised 
and given to the senate expressiy by the con- 
stitution. ofadvising and consenting to appoint- 
ments. There was no mistake about that being 
the claim asserted by the majority of the judi- 
cialy committee, and there was no mistake 
that the resolution reported condemned the 
cflicial act of the attorney-genera! for the rea- 
son that he had withheld, on the order of the 
president, information that he stated was pri- 
vate— documents and papers that he said were 
unofficial] and private and withheld from the 
senate on the pres dent’s positive order ; first, 
because they were private and unofficial, and, 
secondly, because they related to no duty that 
the constitution or law imposed on the senate. 


“Is there anything,” said Mr. 
Pugh, “in the history of the gov 
ernment to support this claim?’ The 


distinguished senator from Vermont has pre- 
sented a long array of what he calls “‘preced- 
ents.’ JI undertake to say—and I challenge 
dcnial, upon the fullest test—that there is no 
case in the history of the government for 
cighty years where any such documents as 
those called for in this resolution, were ever 
transmitted to the senate in executive or 
public session, or order of the senate upon an 
attoiney-general or president. My honorable 
and distinguished friend paraded in a manner 
that indicated that he was about to achieve a 
gicat triumph over the president in the pro- 
duction of aletter sent from the judiciary 
committee and signed by Allen G. Thurman, 
as its chairman, to the attorney-general. 
J indorse all that the senator’ has 
so well said about Allen G. Tharman. 
Yes, Mr. President, Allen G. Thurman is the 
gicatest and wisest and purest Americ in states- 
man now living.” [Applause in galleries,whose 
occupants were notified by uhe occupant of the 
chair (Harris) that any further demonstrations 
of applause would result inthe galleries being 
cleared, ] 

I was surprised that the great senator from 
Vermont inthis great law-making department 
of the government should invoke the name 
snd fame and authority of that great states- 
man to sustain the claim now made on the at- 
tompey "general for these%documents. What 
bad Senator Thurman said on the floor of the 
senate in relation to this power of removal? 

Mr. Pugh read from Mr, Tharman’s speeches 
in a debate on the tenure of office act in which 
he expressed theconviction that the power of 
removal was an executive power exclusively 
residing in the president alone. Yet the sena- 
tor from Vermont invoked an order signed by 
Mr. Thurman as chairman of the judiciary 
committee addressed to the attorney general 
which Mr. Pugh would read to the senate. 

Mr. Pugh then read the letter which was 
read yesterday by Mr. Edmunds calling for 
papers bearing on the removal of Judge Shaff- 
er. of the territory of Utah. That person, Mr. 
Pugh said, had been judge of a territorial 
court and in the provision conferring the pow- 
er of suspension on the president there was 
an express exception of judges of. :the United 
States. The question was whether terri- 
torial] judges were embraced in that language, 


The senator from Vermont ‘knew that the 
question was now before the judiciary co™- 
mittee. He knew that the great senator aad 
lawyer from New York, Mr. Evarts, was 2 
member of the sub-committee. With a splen- 
did lawyer—Mr. Jackson, from Tennessee— 
and or after two 2 or more agree 
ation they report on that ques- 
tion, submitted to them, of the power of the 
president in vacation to suspend a judge of a 
territorial court. 

The senator from Vermont knew that the 
senator from New York, Mr. Evarts, had ex- 
pressed the opinion that these _territoriab 
judges were not subject to the power of sus- 
peusion by the president. That was 

an open question, before 
the very committee of which the honorable 
senator was chairman, and with the declara- 
tion by one of the most distinguished lawyers 
that ornamented the judiciary of country—de- 
, Claring it to be his opinion that this power of 
suspension, given the president in section 1765 
of the revised statutes, did not apply to terri- 
torial] judges. Then why was it.that Senator 
Thurman, as chairman of the judiciary com- 
mittee, sent that order or request to attorney 
general? He sent it under section 1767, mak- 
ing them subject to removal, but only by and 
with the advice and consent of the senate. 
There was the predicate for the order of Chair- 
man Thurman upon the attorney general to 
ecnd in all information and papers relating to 
removal not to the suspens- 
ion. [Mr. Pugh here read _ section 
1767, and continued.] Under that section the 
power of removal was to be exercised’ by and 
with the adviceBand consent of the senate. It 
was in obedience to the provisions of that sec- 
tion that the order was sent by Chairman 
Thurman tothe attorney general calling for in- 
f rmation in reference to removal that required 
the advice and consent of the senate, just as in 
the case of an appointment. 

There had been other presidents besides 
Cleveland that had sent messagesto the sen- 
ate, and he (Mr. Pugh) would read some of 
these messages. 

Mr. Pugh read the messages of President 
Andrew Jackson, dated December 12th, 15°53, 
and January 13tb, 1635, asserting the co-ordi- 
nate power of [the presidential officer. Mr. 
Pugh then inquirod what was the exple nation 
of the opinions of the senator from Vermont? 
Where would the foundations of these opin- 
icns be found—the opinions expressed in his 
very remarkable speech of yesterday? Tie 
fcundation of that opinion was that this power 
of rcmoval was not vested in the president by 
the constitution, either expressly or by impli- 
cation, but that it was a legislative power 
vested alone in congress, and that the presi- 
dent had no power either of removal or 
suspension except such as he _ derived 
from an act of congress. That was the precise 
issue made in the first congress under the con: 
stitution in 1789; that was the precise issue 
made by Clay and Calhoun in the contest with 
Andrew Jackson in 1835. If this power of re- 
moval was a creature of law, and there was no 
power to make law except thetwo houses, then 
we could find a predicate for the statement of 
the senator from Vermont, thateither house of 
congress could call for papers. Under this 
view of the constitution—under this view of 
the power of removal—the senator from Ver- 
mont was fully justified in stating that either 
house, by virtue of the power it possessed over 
this matter of removal, had the right to call 
for information. 

Mr. Pugh read from the speeches of Mr. Ed- 
munds during the debate on the tenure of 
Office billtoshow that Mr. Edmunds maintains 
that removal was a legislative act. In that 
debate, Mr. Pugh continued, there was no 
doubt a beginning of this view entertained by 
the senator today. He(Pugn) had no doubt 
that it was the legal opinion of that distin- 
guished lawyer (Mr. Edmunds,) that under the 
law-making power of congress this power of 
removal could be vested in the house of repre- 
sentatives alone, or the senate alone, or in the 
epeakers of the house, or the president of the 
senate alone, or that it could be posted in two 
houses jointly, that it was a pure creation of 
law and under the absolute control of con- 
gress. 

Mr. ugh read from speeches of Calhoun and 
Clay to show that the views entertained by 
those public men suggested the views of Mr. 
Edmunds. This removal was a legislative 
functien, and under the contro! of congress. 
He had Senator Walthall read for him from 
the speech of Senator Sprague in the senate, in 
the debate on the tenure of office bill. A 
careful statement of the question here involved, 
Mr. Pugh said--which statement was shown to 
have been worthless by Chief Justice Chase—- 
expressing, on the contrary, a conviction that 
the only function of the senate in the cases 
involved in discusSion, was merely one of as- 
sent or dissent, and strongly coutroverting 
the point that the function of removal 
was a2 legislative one. He (Mr. Pugh) 
boldly challenged a reply to that paper, as di- 
rect authority to support the views of Mr.Mad- 
isen, and the view that was understood to be 
that of Chief Justice Chase, just read. Mr. 
Pugh read from the report of the minority the 
opinion of the supreme court, delived by Jus- 
tice Miller, in the case of Kilbourn against 
Thompson. There was, he said, iu that opin- 
ion, a recognition of the proposition that when 
one co-ordinate department, entrusted with 
special powers, called upon another co-ordinate 
branch for information in relation to the exer- 
cise of jurisdiction on -power belonging ex- 
clusively to that other department, it was 
the duty of the first to inform the other of 
the use intended to be made of the information, 
so it might appear tothe department having 
it in possession whether it wasitsduty to traus- 
mitthe information inorder to promote the 
exercise of a constitutional function of gov- 
ernment. That was precisely the question in- 
volved inj this case. “Now,” he continued, 
“let it be true that this was not a substantial 
executive power vested by the constitution in 
the president alone, let it be true thatina 
like power of appointment the senate shared 
with the president the power of removal; let 
it be true that the power of removal was a leg- 
islative power and not an executive power, 
and that the entire regulation of it belonged 
alone to congressunder the constitution. Let 
all that be true, and he would now call the 
attention of the senate to the expediency 
and practicability of such power being 
exercised by the senate.” He read 
from the report of the minority as bearing 
upon the point, a portion of an extract from 
the message of President Grant in 1869, call- 
ing attention to the embarrassment likely to 
arise from leaving on the statute books the 
tenure of office act, and asking what faith the 
president could put in subordinates forced 
upon him and how such officials would be 
likely toserve the administration, knowing 
that it had no faith in him. The information 
sought of the attorney general by the resolu- 
tion of the senate, he said, so as to enable it, 
so said the majority report, to decide whether 
they would advise and consent to 
the removal of these suspended officers, so 
that 1f they did not advise and consent to sus- 


pe nsion or removal, the officers 
might, by the operation of the 
tenure of office act, back into 


go 
their offices when the senate shonld adjourn. 
What was that but exercising power by the 
senate of selecting agents for the president to 
exercise his conatitutional duty ” hat was it 
but compelling him to take into his trast and 
confidence men whom he had suspended from 
office? Mr. Pugh further read from the report 
of the minority and from the journals of coa- 
gress extracts from speeches of Senators Morton 
and Sherman upon the proposed repeal of the 
tenure of office act and from thdse of Calhoun 
and Clay upon the powers of the senate in the 
matter of removals. In"conclusion, Mr. Pagh 
said his object had been to define 
the character of this conflict of au- 
thority between the president and the senate 
and to fortify the view that had always been 
taken by the democratic party,and to fortify 
it by authorities, commencing at'the first_con-

SUSPENSION OF RAILROAD BUSI- 
NESS IN THE WEST. 


Merchants of St. Louis and Chicago Unable to Fill 
Helf Their Orders on Account of Freight 
Blockade—The Situation All Along the 
Gould Lines—Other Labor Notes. 


ST. Lovis, Mo., March 10.—9 a. m.—Perfect 
quiet reigns at all the yards and depots owned 
by the roads whose employes have struck. All 
passenger trains left from their accustomed 
pcsitions at the union depot this evening, and 
most ef them on time. 

At the Iron Mountain yards no force is on 
duty except that sufficient to make up passen- 
ger trains. All the engines there have been 
placed in the roundhouse except one used for 
switching purposes. No disturbance of any 
kind occurred at that place. 

At the Missouri Pacific yards the same 
quietness prevails. Small groups of strikers 
assembled early this morning, and these, 
together with those guarding the property of 
the railway company, and a few yard masters 
now employed as switchmen, are the only 
ones to be seen there. 

The departure of the passenger train on the 
Missouri Pacific tonight was delayed abont 
two hours in consequence of sombody having 
drawn the fire in the locomotive. It was ex- 
pected that an effort would be made to start 
out the freight trains tonight, but up to a late 
hour no attempt had been made. A force of 
some forty new men has been employed by 
the Company to operate their yards, and more 
will be engaged as rapidly as obtainable. 


Not a pound of freight has passed over the 
great bridge in or out of St. Louis since the, 
employes of the . bridge and 
Tunnel company struck at the | 


command of the Knights of Labor, except 
ovey the St. Louis and San Francisco line, and 
its trains can penetrate the city only as far as 
Grand avenne depot, for from thence to Union 
depot, a distance of abouttwo miles, they are 
obliged to use the Missouri Pavific tracks, if 
any, and this the strikers wi]) not allow. 
Outside merchants are now beginning to under- 
stand the seriousuess of the situation and at 
points along the Gould system shipments'nave 
entirely closed, or in very urgent cases orders 
are filled by express. All through freight from 
the west and southwest is also devoided from 
the city, for it is impossible to transfer any 
from this to the east side of the river, or vice 
versa. The effect of all this upon business in- 
terests has already become apparent, and 
many prominent business men express the 
opinion that the diverting of the trade 
frum this city on account of the strike 
is notonly temporary, but will be permanent. 
Grocers complain that they are unable to fill 
ove-half of their orders, and fear that if the 
strike continnes much longer, their customers 
will seek other markets, and when once turned 
away from St. Louis, a majority of them will 
stay away on account of their nnwillingness to 
trausfer their patronage so often. The same 


statements are made by nearly all the 
wholesale dealers, and their esti- 
mates of the disastrous effects of this 


strike vary in proportion as their customers 
ure Situated on the Gould or other railroads 
entering this city. Passenger traflic has not 
been interfered with, excepting on suburban 
travel which has been almost entirely sus- 
pended, Ail through trains are made up by 
the oflicials of the different roads and ofthe 
Bridge and Tunnel company. The Knights of 
Labor bave offered to furnish mento do the 
work, but their offers have been refused on ac- 
count of the unwillingness of the companies to 
trust their propeity in the hands of green men. 

The Missouri Pacific railroad today issued 
the following circular to the strikers. 

“You are hereby notified that your action in 
withdrawing from the employment of the Missou- 
ri Pacific railway company was the voluntary 
abandonment of the service ofthe company, ani 
that jou are nolonger inits employment, and 
that \our names have been stricken from its rolls 
Alleuch who are now about the company’s prem- 
is@s are hereby notified that they must immediate 
ly leave the same, totheend that this compan: 
may resume its traflic.’’

This order includes the delegation of men 
appointed by the knights to guard the com- 
pavy’s property. Although officials will make 
po statement concerning the affair, it is gen- 
erally believed they are now employing new 
men to take the place of the strikers and that 
the movement of freight trains will be at- 
tempted tonight. Should this prove true, the 
Kuights of Labor will undoubtedly offer resist- 
ance, 

THE EFFECT IN CHICAGO. 

CHiIcaAGo, March 10.—The wholesale mer- 
chants here state the strike on tle south- 
western railway system has not had as yetany 
perceptible effect on the shipment of goods 
from this city.

As the 
latter shipments are not whatare termed as 
“perishable” property, all orders have been 
filled and forwarded by Chicrgo roads, thus 
far, to St. Louis and Kansas City, and no re- 
fusals to accept freights have yet been made 
by the Chicago roads. 

THE MALLORY BOYCOTT. 

GALVESTON, March 10.—The situation of the 
Mallory boycott is notfmaterially changed. The 
Knights of Labor employed at the Gulf City 
compress struck thisafternoon, but the manage- 
ment had anticipated the strike and other 
workmen tock the place of the strikers within 
half an_ hour. The knights are now 
out at Taylor and the Gulf City presses, and 
it is expected that they will tomorrow with- 
draw from other compressing establishments. 
Business about the Missouri Pacific railroad 
yards is stagnated, while the (Gulf, Colorado 
and Santa Fe road is doing a heavy freight 
traflic, but is hourly expeciing to shut down. 
The district executive committee of the 
Knights of Labor is now en route here from 
Fort Worth to issue a final order relative to 
the Maliory boycott. 

ORDERED OFF THE YARDS. 

SEDALIA, Mo., March 10.—A circular was 
posted today by the Missouri lacific company 
ordering the strikers off the company’s prem- 
ises to the end thatthe company may resume 
traflic of the country. A citizens’ meeting will 
be held tomorrow night, at which some action 
is expected looking to the renewal of the 
commerce of state.

If the committee is promised that the clerks 
shall be disturbed no further, everything shall 
continue as at present; but if the answer be 
uLsatisfactory, all will quit work upon notifi- 
cation. Nearly fourthousand five handred 
clerks are interested in the measure.

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A PNEUMONIA EPIDEMIC. 


Natural Gas Denounced as a Health De- 
stroyer. 

PITTSBURG, Va., March 10.—Pneumonia has 
become epidemic at McKeesport. The phy- 
sicians attribute it to natural gas. One of 
them said: “‘T have no doubt natural gas is 
responsible, not only for pneumonia, but also 
for many other diseases of the respiratory 
organs. No provision is made fur ventilation. 
TLe result is the atmosphere of an entire 
bcuse vot only becomes very dry, but is vitiat- 
ed by products of combustion.” 

Considerable sickness in this city has b3en 
traced to the same source, and quite a number 
of people are talking of discontinuing the use 
of gas as fuel, 


Thinks He is Dumaged $10,000 Worth. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 10.—William Dor- 
scy, a defeated candidate for representative on 
thedemocratic ticket at the recent October 
election, has entered a libel suit against the 
Cleveland Leader for $10,000 damages. The 
suit is based on special correspondence from 
(columbus, appearingin the Leader on Febru- 
ary 22, relative to the inquiry of the house 
committee iu the Payne senatorial election 
case. The part referring specifically te Dor- 
sey states"that the three candidates, Pollner, 
Norton, Dorsey, en the Friday before election 
each received checks for $500 from “Mr. Buvuo- 
dle,” referring to John McLean.

Demonstration of Seamen Against the Governameat— 

Extreme Cold in Prussia and France—Attempt 

to Kill Jules Verne—Railway Accidegt— 

News From A}) Parts of Europe. 

Lonpow, March 10.—A procession of British 
seamen marched from the docks to the city 
this afternoon to make a demonstration against 
the government for neglecting to take steps 
towards relieving trade of depression. The 
men bebaved well, and were cheered along the 


line. They carried a _ great many ban- 
ners, some of which bore 
the inscriptions: “British Workingmen 


are Starving that Foreigners May Live.” 
“British Labor is Sacrificed in the Interest of 
Foreign Labor,” ete. The procession attracted 
much attention. For the time there was 
ec me excitement caused by fears that roughs 
might use the occasion to reproduce 
the scenes of the Trafalgar 
square riot. Whem the seamen reached 
city they proceeded to the neighborhood of the 
board of trade rooms, where they held a meet. 
ing. At this they deputed a committee to wait 
upon A. J. Mundella, president of the board of 
trade, and urge the necessity of such changes 
in the free trade policy of the government as 
might be necessary to revive the foreign and 
domestic trade of the empire. 


THE STARVING ARRANS. 


Destitution off the Coast of Ireland--Organa- 
ized Relief Needed. 

1OoNpDON, March 10.—The government has 
placed a gunboat at the service of Mr. Luke 
in his work of relieving distress among the in- 
habitants of the islandsalong the western Irish 
coust. 

Indescribable distress has been developed 
among the peopleinhabiting Arran isles off 
Gaiway, who besides having hardly anything 
but moss and sea grass left to eat, are without 
food and without shelter. It is not rare to 
find girls of seventeen and eighteen kept in 
enforced hiding during the daytime because 
bereft ofevery thread of clothing, long ago 
bartered away for seed potatoes or roots to 
feed smaller children. 

Fishing Inspector Brady recently went 
along bute miserable people of Arran to distri- 
bute relief furnished by an organization of Irish 
police. His funds ran short today, and he still 
had so much pitiable wretchedness to relieve 
that he appealed tu Mr. Bussey,who is charged 
with the distribution of the fund raised in 
America, through the New York Sun, for the 
impoverished fishermen of Achilli and Baffia 
island, and begged him to divert part of his 
store for the benefit of the Arrans. This Mr. 
Bussey was permitted to do, and he reports 
that, inorder to save the lives of scores of 
people, now dying of starvation in these west- 
ern islands, it is imperative that relief ona 
large scale be at once organized. 


COLD WEATHER IN EUROPE. 


Paris and Vienna Hospitals Crowded with 
Frozen People. 

Paris, March 10.—Distressingly cold weather 
prevails. The hospitals are overflowing with 
persons who have been frostbittem in the 
streets, and it has been necessary to utilize 
other buildings for hospital purposes while the 
cold spell lasts. 

VIENNA, March 10.—Weather here is terri- 
bly cold, and traveling in the open air is 
almost impossible. Men have succumbet 
while working along the streets, and several 
persons have been frozen to death. In Gal- 
licia and Bohemia, the thermometer regis- 
ters 24 degrees below the freezing point. Rail- 
wars have stopped operating. ° 

The Paris Socialists. 

Paris. March 10.—The quarters of the city 
which are most largely occupied by workiug 
men were placarded last night with iucendi- 
ary appeals tothe unemployed. They were 
urged to rise up in their might and by su- 
preme efforts to annihilate the bourgeoise. 

The police have occupied themselves today 
tearing down the placards, 

Paris, March 10.—It is rumored that Louise 
Michel and others will calla great meeting of 
the socialists for the 18th inst., the anniversary 
of the outbreak of 1871, which was a precurser 
of the commune. 

The government has decided to prosecute 
Deputy Bosley, representative of the work- 
ingmcen, and M. Quercy, editor of the social- 
ists newspaper organ for having incited the 
striking iron workers of Decazevills to riot 
and resistance of the police. 

An Attempt to Take Jules Verne’s Life. 

AmMIERS, France, March 10.—An attempt 
was made today to assassinate Jules Verne. 
Two shots were fired at him froma revolver by 
a young student, who turned out to be the au- 
thor’s nephew, and who had come from 
Paris for the express purpose of killing his 
uncle. One of the bullets missed the novelist 
altogether. The other struck him on the leg, 
inflicting a slight wound. The nephep has 
for some time past been a student in Paris, and 
is thought to be insane. 

Chinese Tabooed in Canada, 

Lonpon, Ont., March 10.—A circular has 
been issued by the superintendent of the 
southern division of the Grand Trunk rail- 
way, ordering that hereafter all Chinese go- 
ing over the road, will be passed through on 
bond, and that conductors will be held respon- 
sible to see that none 6f the Mongolians are 
allowed to stop in Canada.

The young ladies and girls wore large 
blue sashes and white aprons. Going in, your 
correspondent was met by the Rev. Dr. Big- 
ham, of the Methodist church, who said: ‘Is 
not this a beautifal sight?’ And truly it 
did scem that a cause having such fair and 
earnest supporters, must be, not only right, 
but, in the end, triumphant. But, unfortu- 
nately for the cause, these good ladies eould 
only have an indirect influ- 
ence, and diligent and earnest 
though they were, they could not be sure that 
those who accepted their kindness would vote 
their way,and it was at the polls where stern, 
stropg men were battling, that the question 
was to be decided, after all. 

Nothing could exceed the 

ENTHUSIASM AND CONFIDENCE 
of the anti-prohibitionists as they swept up 
to the polls ina solid column of seventy or 
more, and then they quickly dispersed among 
the bystanders and began to urge them to the 
polls, and this operation they repeated upon 
every new corner with wonderful success. 

The negroes, almost without exception, have 
yoted and worked for the wet ticket. 

The dry men proceeded more soberly, and 
yoted one ata time, but with alarming rega- 
larity, and never seemed to lose courage on 
account of the big spirits of their opponents. 

The voting was done at one window of the 
ordinary’s office. On one side of this window 
stood Mr. Howard Thompson, the champion of 
the prohibitionists, who watched like a hawk 
the faces and ballots of the voters, and ocea- 
sionally would challenge one for the non-pay- 
ment of taxcs or other causes.

Laughter has 
been heard instead of the loud brawl tia: us- 
ually characterizes an election. The wet men 
WERE BADLY SOLD 
when, after arguing sometime with a young 
fellow, they finally convinced him that he was 
21 years of age, he quietly proceeded to cast a 
dry ticket. And Mr. Howard Thompson was 
considerably nonplussed when a negro whom 
he and every one else thought at least thirty- 
five years old, unblushingly swore that he was 
just twenty-one, and had never been required 
to pay apy tax. 
A great deal of back tax has been paid. One 
gentleman, a city ofhcial, had to “shell” 
down to the tune of $44 before he could 
excrcise the right of suffrage. Hardly any of 
the negroes had paid their tax, but all defaults 
were soon remedied and they were sent to the 
polls with asmile on their faces and their 
hands filled with a tax freceipt and a ticket 
conforming to the views of the man who had 
paid the tax. 

About noon the dry men began to como in 
steadily and for awhile it looked rather blue 
for the other side, but. later the tide turned 
and it seemed that Gainesville precinct would 
undebtedly go wet by a large majority. 

By inquiry and observation, your corre 
spondent discovered thatanongiour most prom- 
inent men, Mayor George Walker voted wes. 
Dr. Daniel not only voted dry, but has 
worked for the cause early and late, 

GENERAL LONGSTREET VOTES WRT. 
(;eneral Longstreet, with a wet ticket io his 
hand, plainly exposed to view, marched to the 
polls as bravely as he ever faced the yankee 
soldiery, and dropped it in the box. He 
smiled his thanks when an old com- 
rade in arms touched his hat 
and ‘said: “Thats the way for a 
soldier to vote. John A. Smith is a prohibi- 
tionist from principle, and voted as dry as the 
dryest. Councilman Jim Barnes voted wet, as 
he has been doing all the year.

Various 
reports were then coming in from the country, 
to the effect that certain precincts were going 
wet and certain ones dry, but nothing definite 
ceuld be learned, and your correspondeat set- 
tled himself to_await results, listening to the 
noisy crowd outside and the singsong voices of 
Mr. Boone and Bob Gardner, counting the 
yotes. : 
Just at 6 o'clock, as the 84ith vote was being 
called, the stentorian voice of Sheriff Gaines 
announced the polls closed, and the great elec- 
tion was over. 
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THE RESULT. 

Now forthe result. The most intense ex- 
citement prevailed among the crowd while the 
Gainesville vote was being counted. For 2 
long time the vote was about equally divided, 
but the wet tickets grew more numerous when 
the 400th ballot was reached.

The first public sale of Jerseys in Georgia, 
which took place in Atlanta yesterday, was 
4 great success.

That 55 Jerseys, most of 
them calves, several of them bulls, and half 
of them in poor condition, can be sold in 
these depressed ,times at public outery for 
$7,288, or an average of 3135 apiece, is en- 
tirely satisfactory.

They 
desired to win the confidence of the public 
above all things; to show that this sale, and 
all sales conducted by them, should be 
square, and open, and honest. This they 
have done. [Every sale wasabsolute. There 
was no by-bidding. [very pedigree was 
guaranteed and every defect fuirly declared. 
A similar sale advertised next week would 
attract more buyersthan yesterday's sale, 
‘The October sale will have twice as many 
breeders represented, and will have a larger 
number of purchasers. As for prices, we 
predict that they were lower yesterday than 
they will ever be again in a public sale in 
(ieorgia. 

At the figures established at yesterday’s 
sale the raising of Jerseys is 2 most profita- 
ble business. As Mr. Woodward, one of our 
most judicious breeders, says: ‘‘A Jersey 
calf will pay as long as it commands as much 
as mule colt.’’ They brought more than 
double the price for mule colts on yesterday, 
under the most unfavorable circumstances. 

As this sale establishes semi-annual Jersey 

sales in Georgia, the club should perfect its 
arrangements for selling. It sbould join 
hands with the committees now working to 
establish a park and fair grounds here, and 
fit up a sale ringin the best style. They 
should make it attractive, and have open 
fields in which to show their cattle. They 
should impress on every breeder the import- 
ance of bringing every animal into the ring 
in first-class conditton and in smooth shape. 
There is no doubt that the unkempt and dis- 
ordered condition of many of the cattle offer- 
ed yesterday handicapped some of the 
choicest animals offered, and reduced the 
average by from ten to twenty dollars. The 
date of the sale should be agreed on as soon 
as possible, that everything may be pressed 
tothat point. They should induce every 
breeder in the state to become represented 
a the sale, and the competition thus estab- 
lished between dealers would raise the 
standard of the animals offered. The rulex 
of the club, as enforced at the present sale, 
cannot be improved. We congratulate all 
concerned, and especially Mr. James R. 
Wylie, whose colleagues will indorse this 
distinction, on the success of our first Jersey 
sale, and on the promise of sales that are to 
come. 


The Democratic Party and Sectional- 
ism.

it, is shown by the fact that he has charge 
of the private correspondence of at least one 
of the great democratic tycoons. 

It seems that this particular tycoon is 
afraid that the south is about to unite with 
the free-traders and whisky ringsters of the 
wild, wild west, and he has written a strict- 
ty private and confidential letter to Colonel 
Blink Blank, of Blankville, in regard to the 
situation.

That the information 
is important is shown by the fact that the 
Herald double-leads the epistle.

Asa matterof fact, there is no di- 
vision of opinion among the people of the 
country in regard tothe silver question. 
The members of congress from all sections 
appreciate this fact, and the result is that 
the attack on silver has died a natural death. 
A few congressmen continue to make 
speeches in favor of silver, but this is merely 
to show their constituents that they are not 
disposed to be left behind in the discussion 
of matters that are already practically set- 
tled. 

But what this prominent and able demo- 
crat desires is that the south shall align itself 
with the east, instead of withthe west, 
which is republican. We have no doubt 
that the able and prominent democrat is in 
some way connected with Wallstreet, but 
even if it were otherwise, he is hopelessly 
mistaken in his views. It is immaterial to 
the south whether it allies itself with the 
west or with the east.” Wherever the truest 
democracy is tobe found, there will the 
south be found.

The Salary of District Judges. 

There is a bill now pending in congress 
betore the house of. representatives, and 
Which has already passed the senate. the 
provisions of which are to equalize the sala- 
1ies of the district judges of the United States 
and fix the same at the uniform rate of 
$5,000 per year, and to prohibit the judges 
in future trom appointing any relative as 
clerk of their respective courts. 

There are many strong reasons why the 
bill should become a law. 

The salaries of the district judges for the 
various districts in the United States is not 
uniform, the rate varying from $3,500 
to 45.000 ang Otié«isj#s Gi many of 
the districts where the salary is 
only 33,500, there is more reason why it 
should be $5,000 than where the rate is now 
fixed at the latterJamount. 

A salary of 43,400 is in adequate com- 
pensation for the duties required to be per- 
formed in the office, and the maintenance 
of that independence which is the chief 
safeguard in preserving important rulings 
and that spotless record which should char- 
acterize those who are clothed with the 
judicial ermine. 

Judges are of necessity, taken from the 
legal profession, and it is a well known 
fact that few lawyers called to the bench 
have laid up a competency. If they have 
a family to support, as most of them do 
at their time of life, and have to rely upon 
inadequate salaries, they are forced almost 
us of necessity to resort to other means of 
making up the shortage, and thus too often 
full into speculations and other business 
transactions incompatible with their judi- 
cial positions: or, to say the least of it, their 
time is not given exclusively to the advance 
ment of the public interests. 

Since the salaries were fixed by law as 
they now ure, many changes have taken 
place in the country, population has largely 
increased, inter-state commerce has assumed 
with the development of railroads immense 
proportions, and litigation inthe United 
States courts has correspondingly increased. 

Many of the districts have heen subdivided 
and the judges are required to travel over 
the states, and board at large additional ex- 
pense for months at a time away from their 
homes. When a judge has a wife and three 
or four children to provide for at home, house 
rent to pay and the heavy family expenses 
incident to large cities, his children to edu- 
cate, and besides that has to defray the ad- 
ditional expenses incident to holding of 
court away from home, it is easy to see that 
a salary of $3,500 is totally inadequate for 
the position. 

In the interest of the public service and to 
maintain the dignity and usefulness of the 
courts, the judges should be paid sucha 
salary as will not keep them financially 
cramped. The other provisions of the Dill 
to prohibit nepotism in the appointment of 
clerks of the court by the judgés, is also 
good. 


Life in the Metropolis. 

The New York correspondent of the proy- 
incial press paint the metropolis in the dark- 
est colors. A condensed summary of some 
of the points thrown out by these purveyors 
of news will perhaps startle the majority of 
our readers. 

It is boldly charged that corruption pre- 
vails from the counting-house to the altar, 
from the shop to the judge’s bench. Not 
only do trusted cashiers skip every day to 
Canada, but many of the proudest banking 
and insurance companies stand on thin ice. 
The largest houses are daily robbed by ene 
ployes who are supposed to be the soul of 
honor. Is this overdrawn? Recently it was 
discovered that the employe of a Broadway 
firm had robbed the house of $400,000 in two 
years, The firm was making so muchmoney

Take the legislature. Most of its members 
are poor men. The salary of a member is 
$1,500 and it costs him about $2,000 to get 
in. How does he manage to profit by the 
position. Hethrows himself into the arms 
of the lobby and at the end of a seasion comes 
out several thousand dollars ahead. In 
other words the statesmen are bought like so 
many sheep. 

But how about the courts? The nominees 
for official offices are assessed a big per cent 
of their salaries by their$parties. Our judge 
was assessed $20,000 for a place at $12,000 a 
year, his term running through fourteen 
years. He was without money, but he got 
asyndicate of politicians te work him in. 
He assigned his salary for the first two years 
to them, enabling them to clear a profit of 
$4,000, In'less than six months this judge who 
was to draw no salary for two years, bought 
a costly residence and commenced living at 
the rate of $20,000 a year. 

In police circles it is just as bad. The 

police live by blackmailing every unlawiul 
calling. The victims sometimes rebel. but 
their cases are pigeon-holed and never come 
to trial. 
_ In such a society thieves in pitrple and fine 
linen, and with big bank accounts, draw all 
the prizes of life, Hlonest men in ragged 
coats suffer and sink forgotten into paupers’ 
graves. 

This sketch of the great city is probably, 
in the main, true to life. But is it not also 
true of all great cities? Even at this dis- 
tance from London and Paris we hear the 
most shocking stories of iniquity, In no age 
of the world has it been possible to consoli- 
date great masses of men in one community 
without the rapid development of corruption 
and general wickedness. Here is something 
for the pessimist and the optimist to discuss. 
Can we'mike our large cities contribute to the 
advancement of a Christian civilization? 

The Panama Canal, 

The reports from the delegation that M. 
de Lesseps invited to examine the eondition 
of the work along the line of the Panama 
cinal, are not by any means of a discourag- 
ing bature. All seem to agree that the canal 
cian be and doubtless will be completed. 
More time and larger expenditures than were 
at first thought necessary, will be abserbed, 
but in the end the two oceans will be united 
by a waterway hat will have only one lock, 
and that one on account of the tides of the 
Pacific. French pride will complete the 
canal. The engineer dispatched by the 
l‘rench government to study the operations 
ut the isthmus has not made a report, but it 
is thought his report will be in favor of the 
feasibility of the scheme; and if he does so 
report M. de Lesseps will at once be author- 
ized to carry Out his lottery scheme, which 
will bring to the enterprise six hundred 
million frances, and relieve it of present em- 
harrassments.. Upon the report of the 
l'rench agent all depends, so far as an im- 
mediate continuance of the work is con- 
cerned, , 

It will not in any event be possible to 
open the canal at the date named by M. de 
Lesseps, namely in 188. Only fifteen mil- 
lion of cubic meters out of one hundred and 
thirty-five millions of dirt and rock have 
been excavated, and under the most fuvora- 
ble circumstances the remainder cannot be 
completed in four years. It is more likely 
to require ten vears. The Chagres-river 
problem is now fairly in the course of setile- 
ment, and the immense American dredyes 
are now at work in the soft ground which is 
found in nearly all parts of the line. How 
fast the hard-rock sections can be blasted out 
bas not been settled. The work from ocean 
to ocean has heen let to competent and re- 
sponsible parties, and if the needful amount 
of money is forthcoming, the canal will be 
opened to shipping in about ten years, 
always providing no unforeseen obstacles 
present themselves. All who have re- 
cently visited the isthmus in an 
ofiicial or representative capacity will, it is 
thought, agree in saying that the completion 
of the canal is only a matter of time and 
money. ‘lhe people of France have yone too 
fur toretreat and itis safe to say that the 
canal will be completed eventually, and 
that, too, without any considerable change 
in the present control of the great enterprise. 


Re 
Dakota is Shelved. 

The senate bill to admit south Dakota has 
been pigcon-holed by the house committee. 
It has no chance. There are, however, sev- 
er:l house bills which are more favorably re- 
garded, and one of them may. he sent to the 
senate. One bill provides for the division of 
Dakota into two territories, leaving the form- 
ation of states therefrom to another congress. 
Another bill proposes to admit the entire 
territory as one state. Senator Butler has 
caused to be introduced in both houses an 
enabling act for the whole territory. If the 
Butler bill becomes a law an act of the terri- 
torial legislature would be necessary before 
a constitutional convention could be called. 
In that case Dakota would not be admitted 
early enough to take part in the next presi- 
dential election. 

While the subject is under consideration 
in Washington,the democrats of Dakota have 
agreed to present a plan of theirown. They 
ask the advocates of division on the forty- 
sixth parallel, of division on the Missouri 
river, and those desiring the admission of 
the whole territory, to unite in supporting a 
carefully prepared omnibus enabling act, 
submitting all these propositions to the peo- 
ple of Dakota. They wonld have a vote 
taken next November, at which each citizen 
should cast one of three ballots, in either the 
affirmative or negative, of the following ques- 
tions: First, shall the territary be divided 
on the forty-sixth parallel? Second, shall it 
be divided on the Missouri river? Third, 
shall the whole territory be admitted as a 
state, or shall sonth Dakota be admitted’ 
At this same election it is proposed that del- 
egates be elected all over the territory to 
meet in convention and carry out the will of 
the majority of the people. Thusnorth Da- 
kota would be represented in the convention, 
and if the majority of votes cast should not 
he tor either division, and should be in favor 
of theadmission of the whole territory, the 
convention could ge on and frame a consti- 
tution to submit to congress. If the major- 
ity should be in favor of division on the 
torty-sixth parallel, the delegates from north 
Dakota could withdraw, and those repre- 
senting south Dakota would be ready to go 
on and adopt a constitution, which, to save 
time and work, might be the same one sent 
on to Washington this winter.

HOW THE MILD EYED BUTTER MA- 
KERS WENT OFF, 
-_—-—_—- 
The Attendance at the Jersey Sale Yesterday—The 
Pretty Cows and Calves Offered Under the 


Hammer How the Bidding Was—The 
Record of the Sales—Interesting Day. 


*, 


When the resonant voice of Captain Kidd 
rang over the sawdust in Taylor's stable at 
ten o’clock avnouncing that the sale of Jer- 
seys would begin, a crowd of six or seven hun- 
dred people were present. 

To the left of the auctioneer bebind the 
railing were two hundred and fifty chairs. 
The first two or three rows of these were occu- 
pied by ladies. Thedense crowd had taken 
possession of the space marked off for the dis- 
play of the cattle. Men had clambered on the 
stalls of the bull pen, and set astride the rail- 
ings, while the open lot through which the 
wivd whistied, and on which the morning sun 
laid a very thin shine, had its contingent of 
men with overcoats with collars up, and gloved 
hands stamping their feet impatiently and 
waiting for the fun to begin. 

In the inclosure, occupying seats, were 
Colonel John T, and Captain W. D. Grant, 
Mr. Goodloe Yancey and-A. H. Hodgson and 
E. R. Hodgson, of Athens; Dr. Morrow, of 
Nashville; Mr. Getys, Athens, Tenn.: Mr. 
Wickham, of St. Louis; Mr. A. F. Ross, of 
rome; Mr. George W, Scott, Mr. J. L. Harde- 
wan, of Macon: Colopel Pat Calhoun, Captain 
J.T. Glenn, Mr. Blanchard, Mr. M.C. Kiser 
and others. Vice President Wylie, who had 
charge of the sale, sat next to the auctioneer, 
with Secretary Hope on his right hand, and 
Mr, Jenkins, of the Jersey Bulletin, on his 
left. Mr. Richard Peters, and Messrs. Wood- 
ward and McClellan had seats at the foot of 
the stand. In the crowds outside of the rail- 
ing were seen most of the wel! known men of 
Atlanta. Mr.S.M. Inman hada seat about 
ten feet high on the ridge of the bull pen. 
Mr. J. L. Hill, of the Gate City National 
bank, moved through the crowd with book in 
hand, praising the Jerseys. Mr. Miller, of 
Miller « Brady, stood near the exhibition 
place, where he could examine every animal 
offered, and said: “I believe | will change 
my mule farm into a Jersey farm, if I can get 
what I want today. 

BEGINNING THE SALE. 

In spite of the bitter cold it was a good humor- 
ed crowd that Captain Kidd addressed. He 
rolled uphis sleeves took a drink of watgr, 
doubtless a strange beverage to an auctioneer 
of Kentucky stock sales,and began the address. 
“I donot see howhe does it on water’ said 
Mr. Hugh McKeldon as his teeth chattered. 

“The first animal that I will offer you is 
Miss. Pansy,2227 in the Jersey herd book, a 
beantiful cow, and the property of Mr. John 
I.. Hopkins.” Miss Pansy certainly justified 
his encomium. Of exceedingly rich 
color and fine points, she 
started a ripple of applause as she was led by 
her groom into position, and when Captain 
Kidd asked fora bid it was settled that she 
would bring a good price. 

“} will give $100.00 for her,”’ said Mr. W.S. 
(;ordon, thus starting Georgia’s first Jersey 
sale. His bid was quickly lifted to $125.09, 
then to $150.00, until $200.00 was passed. Mr. 
George W. Scott, of Edgewood, was bidding 
agaiust him, and after some hesitation cap- 
tured Miss Pansy for $215.00. ‘“That isa good 
sale,” whispered Colone!] Richard Peters, ‘‘and 
in my opinion establishes the success of this 
experiment.” The next animal  of- 
fered was Taplin Beauty, also 
the property of Judge Hopkins. She was 
started at fifty dollars by Captain Grant. Two 
orthree voices called +70, then camea bid 
of +00, in a deep base voice from the bull pen, 
and Captain Grant said *100. He was raised 
five dollars and responded instant!y with $119, 
at which price he gotthecow. Judge Ilopkins 
gave for this animal +100 four years ago, when 
she was a calf, but has more than made his 
money back byselling her calf. 

Weodward & McClellan were represented in 
the next sale by Signal’s Atlanta, which was 
started at fifty dollars, and after a sharp, rat- 
tling competition, was knocked off at ninety 
dollars to Mr. Bob Winship. Signal’s Pride, 
also from their herd, a beautiful yearling, was 
started at sixty dollars, and soldat ninety-five 
dollars to Miller & Brady. Messrs. Woodward & 
McClellan did not have their cattle in good 
condition, which counted against them in the 
sale. “I would not take three hundred dollars 
apiece for those calves today,” said Mr. 
Lod Hill, their former owner, for 1 knew 
them, and nothing finer willbe sold here to- 
day. Mr. R. Peters, the vetran stock man, 
was then represented by Le Lad Bzuron, a well 
bred, and well markod cow, bred to St. Helier 
Signal. She wasstarted at +75.00, and it was 
evident would lift the price above one hun- 
dredagain. After some sharp bidding she 
was knocked off at =140.00 to Mr. A. F. Ross, 
of Rome, being the first animal sold outside of 
Atlanta. 

The tirst bul] for sale was then offered, from 
Messrs. Woodward & McClellan, and was under 
the disadvantage of not being in good trim. 
There was not a bid for him for some time, in 
spite of the auctioneer’s piteous entreaties and 
of his really excellent breeding. At length 
Mr. Pat Calhoun bid $25. “The little bull has 
found one friend at last,’ said the auctioneer, 
and he had enough friends to push him up to 
$55, at which price Mr. Calhoun secured him. 
Fasquetie, a strongly bred and promising 
young heifer, from Woodward « “McClel- 
lan, wasthen sold at $90 to Mr. Cheatam, of 
Edgeficld, South Carolina, who was the first 
buyer outside of Georgia. Harmony. a grand 
old cow from Mr. Richard Peters’s herd, the 
dam of Harmony second, who tested 1!) 
pounds in seven days, was then offered. She 
is eleven years old, and has given Mr. l’eters 
eight calves, which have brought 31,650, and 
one calf that is worth a thousand dollars. She 
was sold to Mr. Pat Calhoun for 3100. 

AS PRETTY AS A PICTURE. 

The next heifer offered was a treat to the 
erowd. Nelly of Edgewood, from Judge Hop- 
kins’s herd. Her face was as pretty as a pic- 
ture, and as wide awake asa daisy, and she 
persisted in putting it over the railing and ob- 
serving the ladies with unfeigned interest. 
She was a favorite from the start, and opened 
atone hundred dollars. The bidders soon 
narrewed down to Mr. Pat Calhoun and Mr. 
George W. Seott. When $180,00 was reached 
Mr. Calhoun raised it #24. “‘We cannot take 
that sort of a bid my blooded young friend,” 
said Captain Kid, although he did not know 
who had bid. Mr. Calhoun rallied and offered 
$185,00, but Mr. Scott captured the young 
beauty at $190,00. 

“Now we will see what is in this crowd,” 
said Captain Kidd, “here comes that grand old 
cow Tenella. She is a daughter of Signal who 
wasthe father of the whole business. She has 
given seven gallons of milk inone day which

utter. She has made 225 pounds of butter 
in a week, Jersey breeders from Maine to Cal- 
ifornia are watching this day the sale of this 
cow.

Signal blood, raised the bid fifty dollars. After 
a while Mr. Phelan added $25. Instantly Mr. 
Morrow made it $00. Mr. Phelan, whose 
herd is full, and who really did not need tbe 
cow, bid slowly, but Mr. Morrow, whose genial, 
black-whiskered face could be seen by theauc- 
tioner, met him quick fora raise every time he 
spoke. When he bid $750, Mr. Phelan retired, 
and Tenella was knocked off at that priee and 
goesto Nashville, Tenn. She is now nise 
years old, which counted against her in the 
sale. Dr. Morrow had made up bis miad to 
give $1,250, and said he would have probably

Wickman. of St. Louis, and after 
bidding that ran all around the crowd was 
fold to Miller and Brady for &395. 

_A STEADY AVERAGE SALE. 

The bidding was without special features 
after this until a favorable heifer was put u 
by Mr. Wade, which, after a long struggle, J. 
T. Oglesby secured at $215. There was then 
about a half-dozen ordinary sales, until one of 
Wade & McClellan’s cows, Corona Signal, went 
to Mr. Valana, of Fairplay, at $230, and Ten- 
ella 1V, of that always popular family, to Mr. 
Wickham, of St. Louis, for $310. When Leon- 
idas was offered it was soon apparent that 
there was only one bidder for him, Dr. 
Morrow, who is more interested in Sig- 
nals than any other bidder. After a short 
stiuggle he was given to Dr. Morrow for $220. 
Mr. J. T. Glenn bought a beautiful calf for 
$150, which was considered the bargain of the 
day, and Mr. W. I. Heyward, who knows what 
he is about with Jerseys, captured one of the 
best bred calves of the sale for $110, the price 
being reduced two bundred dollars, at least, by 
the fact that she had a bob tail. This closed 
the sale. 

Our summary will show that the cows aver- 
aged $145 a head, the bulls 363, making a gen- 
eral average of $135. The herd averages of 
cach are as follows:

THE GRAIN CROPS. 


March Report of the Department of Agri- 
culture. 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—The March report 
of the department of agriculture on the con 
sumption and distribution of the grain crops, 
makes the proportion of corn stil! in the hands 
of the farmers, forty per ceut of last Crop. 
One ycar ago, the proportion was ‘37.6 per 
cent; two years ago, 3: per cent of the short 
crop of ls=5. It amounts to seven hundred 
and seventy-three million bushels, seventy- 
eight more than last{March, and two hundred 
and sixty-one more than March. 1==4. The 
proportion is lowest in the west, where heavy 
winter feeding was required, averaging ‘= 
per cent in twelve states. It is 45 per cent 
in the south, where it is required for feed of 
plow teamas inthe spring and early summer, 
and 10 in the middle states. 
The proportion of merchantable is 
82.6 per cent, which is slightly 
above the average of series of years. Valueof 
merchantable averages 35.0 cents per bushel 
unmerchantable 213.5 cents. This makes the 
average value ‘3.3 cents, which is halfa cent 
more than the December value of the crop, 
when the aggregate value was estimated at 
$635,000,060, The stock of wheat in the hands 
of farmers is 50.1 per cent of the crop. It was 
J3.1 one year ago, and 23.4 two years ago. It 
amounts to 107,000,000 bushels against 16¥,- 
000,000 last March, and 11,000,000 two years 
ago. It is only ,000,000 bushels more than 
March, 152, the shortest invisible supply of 
recent years.

Resignation of the Chaplain of the Senate 
Other Matters. 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—The Rev. Dr. 
Huntley,chaplain of the senate, has resigned, 
to take effect March 15. He has aecepted a 
call to another city. 

Commodore Truxton, commandant of the 
Norfolk navy yard, will be placed on the re- 
tired list tomorrow. Hie has been nominated 
to be rear admiral, to succeed Admiral Eng- 
lish, retired February 15, but no action on his 
nomination has yet been taken by the senate. 
Unless he is confirmed tomorrow as rear ad- 
mira], he will be retired as commodore, and it 
will require a special act of congress to have 
him put on the retired list, with the ad- 
vanced rank and pay of rear admiral. 

The president sent to the senate today a 
message declining to approve the act for the 
relief of John Pallens McBlair. McBlair was 
a heutenant in the regular army who was 
wholly retired from the army by the retiring 
board in 1-61, but was subsequently restored 
to the army and placed on the retired list by 
the president’s orders. After twenty years he 
put in a claim for lengevity pay. on which the 
court of claims decided his restoration was 
illegal. He then had a bill introduced into 
eongress suspending, in his case, the law regu- 
lating appointments to the army. and it is this 
bill that the presidont vetoed. He says Mc- 
Blair's claim is devoid of merit, and the bill 
establishes a bad precedent.

The Sugar Clauses in the Morrison ill 
Discussed, 

WAsHINGTON, March 10.—The sugar clauses 
of the Morrison tariff bill were discussed before 
the ways and means committee today. Lepre 
sentative King, of |.ouisiana, entered a protest 
against the reduction of the import duty on 
sugar. Sugar, he said, was a most important 
revenue producer, and in these days of in- 
creasing pensions it behooved the com- 
wittee to act slowly in changing the 
duty. It would’ be ~ better, in his 
Opinion, from a revenue point, Lo 
remove the duties on the necessaries of life, 
such as clothing, shoes, nails and blankets.

The Mcb Allows Them to Choose Their Qwa Trees, 


From Which They are Useeremoniousily 
Ewung—Exchtement in the Towh Over 
the Afgir—Other Crimigal News. 


SHOALS, ind. March 10.—The notorions Ar- 
chers, who have been confined in the county 
jail for several weeks past under chatges of 
murder, expiated their horrible crime at the. 
hands of a determined mob at 12:30 this morn- 
ing.

VESTRY OF SsT. PHILIP’S 
HOLDS A MEETING.

THE 


The Resignations of Ex-Governor Bullock, Junior 
Warden, and Henry Boylston, Vestryman, 
Read and Accepted and Their Successors 
Elected-—-An Independent Church. 


A meeting of the vestry of St. Philip's 
church was held yesterday afternoon at 5 
o'clock atthe office of Captain Edward §, 
Gay. 

The session was one of more than ordinary 
interest, as every member of the board express- 
ed his opinions freely and tothe point. It was 
seen from the beginning of the meeting that a 
majority of the vestry were highly indignant 
at the action of Bishop Beckwith in removing 
Rev. J. G. Armstrong from the pulpit of St. 
Philip’s and thecondition of affairs since his 
remeval. Foratimeit looked asthough St. 
Philip’s was about to 

LOOSE ITS ENTIRE BOARD 
of vestrymen, as nearly every member ex- 
pressed much dissatisfaction at the condition 
of the affairs of the parish, and talked as if 
they were 
GOING TO WITHDRAW 

from the board and the church. The resigna- 
tion of ex-Governor Bullock, junior warden, 
and of Vestrymen Henry Boylston were read 
and accepted. Joseph Thompson, Jr., was 
elected junior warden tosucceed ex-Governor 
Bullock and J. W. Johnson and E. C. Peters, 
selected to succeed ex-Governor Bullock and 
Henry Boylston as members of the vestry. 

The financial condition of the church came 
up in the general discussion of matters of in- 
terest to the parish. It was stated that the 
congregation of St. Philip’s was gradually de- 
creasing 10 numbers, owing to the persecution 
and conviction of its rector, that many rented 
pews were vacant every Sunday, and that col- 
iections had gone down 

TO ALMOST NOTHING. 

These collections, it was announced, had de- 
creased from seventy-five dollars per month to 
eight or ten dollars, and that the pros- 
pects were that they would go 
much lower.
